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HELI-PARTS INC. ACQUIRES FAIRCHILD 
UH-12 HELICOPTER PRODUCT LINE AND 
EXPANDS ITS OPERATION ON AIRPORT 


PORTERVILLE — Heli-Parts Inc., 


based on the Porterville Municipal airport, 


has announced 


acquisition of the UH-12 helicopter product line from Fairchild Industries. The purchase involves 
tooling, spare parts, type certificates. and technical data for the UH-12, of which more than 2,000 have 


been produced. 


Larry Phillips, president of Heli-Parts, says his company anticipates returning the UH-12 to’ limited 
production in 1973 and to full-scale production. in 1974. 

Heli-Parts has taken over the former Sierra Aviation building on the north end of the Porterville 
airport to house the new operation which will be known as Hiller Aviation. 

In addition to actual production, overhaul and sales of the UH-12, Heli-Parts will offer a complete 
overhaul and exchange program for components, provide full spares support, and furnish assistance to 
qualify surplus military helicopters for commercial use under authorized repair station conditions. 

Initially, Heli-Parts anticipates specializing in agricultural spray, municipality, and police helicopter 


support programs, Phillips says. 


Moving the new business from Hagerstown, Pa., 


and setting up Hiller Aviation on the Porterville 


airport is under the supervision of Ed. Trupe, secretary-treasurer and general manager of Heli-Parts. 
The piston-engined UH-12 was originally manufactured by Hiller Aircraft, which was later acquired 
by Fairchild. Seven models of the UH-12 in two and four-place configurations were produced for 


commercial and military use. 


Heli-Parts, in addition to acquiring the UH-12 product line, was named an authorized repair station 
for the Fairchild FH-1100 helicopter. 


Under the new company setup, Heli-Parts is the over-all, parent organization, with two subsidiaries - 


Hiller Aviation and Helicopter Exports Inc. 


, the latter unit processing overseas sales. 


The company also has a replacement parts support and maintenance center at Mineral Wells, Texas, 
operated by Al Molinaro, vice president of Heli-Parts. 
Currently, Heli-Parts distributes replacement parts for Bell 47 and Hiller UH-12 series on a world-wide 
basis and rebuilds helicopters of these models. Added to this operation now will be exclusive design and 
manufacturing rights, world-wide, for the Hiller UH-12. 
“More than half of our business is now in foreign sales and we expect this sales percentage to 


continue in the future,” 


Phillips says. 


At present Heli- Parts employs about 28 people on the Porterville airport, including highly trained and 
Phillips believes that from 10 to 12 additional people will be 


experienced helicopter technicians.

Porterville elementary 
district enrollment has declined 
for past two years, but 
enrollment in adjacent school 
districts has increased,

If a buyer 
wants a ’73 Zilch V-8 with 
air-conditioning, speed con- 
trol or whatever, the com- 
puter will tell him the exact 
cost of the basic vehicle plus 
accessories and he can make 
his choice according to his 
pocketbook. 

And if the buyer can’t nego- 
tiate a satisfactory purchase 
price with his computerized 
shopping list, Auto-Quote car- 
ries the process a step further. 
Through the firm’s California- 
licensed and bonded purchas- 
ing arm, the company will ar- 
range delivery directly at the 
factory invoice price plus a 
small brokerage charge. Autos 
are delivered to any area in 
the nation and some with 
standard warranty and dealer 
service policies. 

Masterson says the new 
firm—now serving customers

—was formed after two years 
of cooperative research with 
consumer-oriented organiza- 
tions which demonstrated a 
need for the service.

50-60 Percent 


Of Navel Orange

Preliminary estimates 
from “‘local sources’’ indicate 
that 50-60 percent of the 
current San Joaquin Valley 
Navel orange crop. was 
damaged by the 
early-December freeze, 
according to the California 
Crop and Livestock 
Reporting service. Some of 
this fruit may be salvaged 
for by-products, it is stated;

Unemployment is a con- 
stant concern of the federal 
government and many are the 
efforts being made to relieve 
the situation. There’s one very 
special contribution that 
government at all levels is 
making, however. It is stead- 
ily hiring more people. 

According to Tax Founda- 
tion, Inc. the number of peo- 
ple working for federal, state 
and local governments has > 
boomed so in the last 40 years 
that today one.employed per- 
son in five is a government 
employee. In 1929 that pro- 
portion was one out of ten. 

By 1960 the total payroll 
for all government was 
$45 billion. For 1970 it was 
$110 billion. That 1970 figure 
breaks down to $48 billion for 
federal government, $18 bil- 
lion for state government, and 
$45 billion for local govern- 
ment. (Round figures account 
for the discrepancy in the 
totals.) 

Not only is government a 
bigger employer than all of 
the wholesale and retail 
trades, agriculture, forestry 
and fisheries, it pays’ better 
than industry. According to 
the Foundation, government 
employee earnings rose by 64 
percent in the 1961-1970 
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period, while earnings in the 4, 
private sector were going up 
53 percent.
